BALTIMORE — (UP) —Olenn L. 
Martin held b ack the details, b ut 
the pioneer airman’s annual report 
to his stockholders made it clear 
that b reath-faking advances in aer­ 
ial armament are forthcoming at 
the Martin plant. 
"Some of the most advanced jet- 
powered developments and most sig­ 
nificant applications of high-speed 
aircraft design are taking place in 
Martin drafting rooms and experi­ 
mental assemb ly shops," mid the 63- 
year-old flier-deslgner-manufactur- 
er. 
These projects, he said, include 
creation of an Air Force b omb er 
"involving 
revolutionary 
design 
principles." 
Martin already has produced a 


stx-Jet b omb er, the XB-48, which 
he said was the first of its type to 
fly, and his Martin Mauler is hailed 
as the largest and most powerful at­ 
tack plane to qualify for aircraft 
carrier service. The Mauler carries 
four 20 mm. cannon and a 9 .000- 
pound load of rockets, torpedos and 
b omb s. 
In the field of ram-jet-powered 
pilotless aircraft, Martin said, the 
company is« worklng on a still-secret 
project "which is expected to pro­ 
vide the Air Force with an impor­ 
tant step forward in missiles vital 
to national defense." 
Altitude Record Soug ht 
Martin's report also disclosed that 
the armed forces soon will make the 
first tests of the Martin Viking rock­ 
et and will try to set a new rocket 


altitude record of 200 miles. 
The 
Viking rocket was designed for the 
Navy. 
Martin revealed developments In 
two other phases of aeronautics. He 
said the company is working on a 
"radically new electronic gun turret 
which maintains our history of lead­ 
ership in that field." He also said 
Martin chemists have developed a 
permanent 
flameproof 
compound 
for airplane Interiors. 
"Few people appreciate the sizab le 
percentage of present-day aeronau­ 
tical research activity which is b e­ 
ing Invested in special weapons— 
pilotless aircraft, guided missiles, 
rocketry, electronic devices, servo­ 
mechanisms," Martin said. 
“Because of military restrictions. 


few of these projects can b e dts- i 
cussed pub licly. 
But I can ¿tate 
that they include many startling j 
developments.”

Thar's money in 
them thar tub es and the neighb or­ 
hood jub kman and th3 kids will b e 
fighting for p ossession. 
The glass used in television tub es 
la 3o p er cent lead, a commodity 
which costs monty. Such glass, when 
b roken up into scrap , is called "cul- 
iet” and is used in the manufacture 
cf similar glass p roducts, just as 
scrap iron is imp ortant to steel. 
I am indeb ted for all this infor­ 
mation. Including the high class 
vor* “cullet,” to Stanley J. Me- 
Oiveran, vice p resident of the Ow- 
rus-ill nois Glass comp any of To­ 
ledo, Ohio. 
McGiveran has b een in New York 
nosing out the manufacturing needs 
of video, which increase in geomet­ 
ric ratio as householders mortgage 
their gocds and gear, to make the 
dewn p ayment on such cultural up ­ 
lift as wrassllng in the home. 
Right now it is ab out all the com­ 
b ined glass comp anies of America 
can do to keep p ace with the de­ 
mand for tub es for new video sets. 
But come 1950 
the 
rep lacement 
p rob lem in the matter of tub es will 
b egin to mount with the sp eed of 
rocket missiles, McGiveran b elieves 


As of new, the rep lacement p rob ­ 
lem has b een negligib le. But In an­ 
other year, all these seta b ought in 
1947, 1948 and 1949 will 4>egin ta 
fade in the middle of Howdy-Doodt 
and there will b e heck to p ay until 
Daddy hot-foots it down to the 
video store for a new tub e. 
For th? next few years, the re­ 
p lacements are ap t to cost as much 
•s a four-rib roast of p rime b eef, 
MeOiveran b elieves, or around $49 
to $50 each. At least, that is the 
p rice of a new 10-inch cathode ray 
tub e. 
And now that manufacturers are 
tooling 
up for larger tub es, 
the 
p rice is not ap t to drop at least 
for a few more years. McGiveran 
dcub ts if television p rices drop much 
b efore another two years. 
McGiveran said his comp any has 
found television tub es more diffi­ 
cult to p roduce than any other Item 
in the history of this old glass com­ 
p any. 
The face of the tub e must b e of 
op tical quality glass, and It must 
b e p erfect. The tiniest imp erfec­ 
tion in the glass shows up . 
The glass b ulb , ever which Mc­ 
Giveran slaves on red hot furnaces, 
is a three-p art jigger that looks like 
a long-necked funnel. 
Into the 
long neck goes television’s secret 
weap on or ‘‘the gimmick.” This is 
the electrical rep roduction ap p ar­ 
atus also known as “the gun,” 
The second p art of the tub e is the 
funnel along which 
the 
image 
sp reads cut until it hits the face, or 
third p art, of the tub e. 
The average cathode ray tub e is 
good for 2,000 hours of roller der­ 
b ies. 
grunt-and - groan 
matches, 
westerns starring William S. Hart, 
even more ancient movies featuring 
p assion's p laything, 
Miss 
Theda 
3ara. Gorgeous George and, of 
course, Milton Berle. 
At the end cf this p eriod of p un 
ishment, the tub e is ap t to col­ 
lap se of sp ontaneous senile exha us 
den, McGiveran said. He estimates 
this as a two-year stint at the rate 
the average video fan new b urns 
up his act. 
McGiveran’s outfit is flow p ro­ 
ducing a radically new rectangular 
tub e which will have a 12x16 ln**h 
face. The dingus is already in p ro- 
TOtticn b ut won't really start to 
roll in quantity till Sep temb er. 
The video industry in general 
McGiveran said, b elieves tliere will 
b e 8,192,160 television sets in use b y 
1953. or in less than five years. By 
that vear. the glass comp anies will 
b e straining every p iece of cullet 
in their p ossession to manufacture 
lO.SGO.OGO b ulb s. 
And If some b ulb s are dim—well 
mayb e it’ll Just b e the p rogram.

And of that 3.000,MO. ab out one 
and a half million want homes of 
their own. But— 


‘ BETWEEN FIVE and six million 
p resent housing units are 
sub ­ 
standard and ab out half of them— 
p ossib ly as many as 4,000,060—are hi 
s lu m s . 
But why haven't we p rovided 


enough decent homes for p eop le? 
The cost of housing Is too high. T ift 
said. He added: 
“If homes could b e p urchased for 
half of what they are now b eing 
p urchased for, I do not b elieve we 
would have any slum p rob lem or 
any ether serious p rob lem of hous­ 
ing. 
“Today it is very difficult to b uild 
a four-room house for less than 
$7,000. 
A family would have to 
hava an income of ap p roximately 
$3,060 a year in order to live in a 
$7,000 house.” 
Forty-five p er cent of all famil­ 
ies in the United States—or 13,090,- 
000 families—have an income of less 
than $3,000. With some excep tions, 
these families are unab le to 
b uy 
new homes. 
That makes 15.000.000 families un­ 
ab le to b uy new homes. 
Am!—22 
p er cent of all the 35.000,000 fam­ 
ilies in the nation—or more than 
7,000,000—have incomes of no moie 
than $2,000.

WASHINGTON, April 26—(UP)— 
Unless congress takes action, the 
government will h?ve on It* hands 
in July more than $1.500,000.000 
worth of property and materials b e­ 
longing to no one in particular. 
It would b e the unsold surplus 
war plants and commodities left b y 
War Assets Administration whose 
authority to operate expires June 
30. 
WAA originally was scheduled to 
die Feb . 28 and congress specified 
that plan sites and real property 
would revert to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corp. Aircraft parts would 
go to the airforce and everything 
else would b e given to the b ureau 
of federal supply. 
Then congress extended the life 
of WAA to June 30, b ut overlooked 
the fa’ct that the law providing for 
disposal of left-overs expires at the 
same time. 
Proposals Considered 
Various proposals have b een made 
this year and in the past for dis­ 
posal of surplus war goods. A b ill 
was Introduced In the 8 0th con­ 
gress to comb ine WAA and the 
b ureau of federal supply into one 
new agency. 
President Truman recommended 
that a single permanent agency b e 
created to handle the government’s 
supply and disposal system. 
He 
;sked $36,000,000 to operate such 
an agency during the remainder of 
the 1949 fiscal year and through­ 
out the 1350 fiscal year. 
WAA officials feel sure that some 
action will b e taken b y congress 
b efore June 30 to continue the dis­ 
posal program 
Since the end cf World War II, 
WAA and 
Its predecessors have 
b een glvep the job of disposing of 
war plants, property .and materials 
originally costing the government 
$27,500,000,000. 
As of March 1, it had disposed 
of mere than $35.000,000.000 worth 
b y giving away $9,700,000,000 worth 
to schools, hospitals and other non­ 
profit groups and selling more than 
$15,000,000,000 worth for $4.140,000,- 
000.

FLUSHING!, N. Y., April 26—(UP' 
—The Un ited Nation s met in San 
Fran cisco fou r years ago with the 
world's hopes pin n ed on it to as­ 
su re peace. 
Hopes of delegates an d the world 
for the organ ization were marked 
by the high poin t of allied u n ity. 
Berlin was en circled on that same 
day. Soviet an d American first army 
troops met at the Elbe river Hit­ 
ler’s retreat at Berchtesgaden was 
bombed. V-E day 
was 
on ly 
two 
weeks away. 
By telephon e from Washin gton , 
Presiden t Tru man implored UN del­ 
egates “to achieve a Ju st an d lastin g 
peace." The n ew Presiden t had 
talked three times a few days before 
with Soviet Foreign Min ister V. M. 
Molotov. 
Review of the last fou r years 
shows that peace hopes throu gh 
UN machin ery were based on 
a 
mistaken assu mption —that the big 
powers wou ld cooperate in peacetime 
as they were du rin g the war that 
was still in progress. 
Optimism rapidly gave way to 


world con cern that the post-war 
cold war wou ld get hot n otwith­ 
stan din g the UN foru m of 50 n ation s 
that n ow n u mbers 58. 
Build New Sphere 
Du rin g the San Fran cisco con ­ 
feren ce an d the n eat two yean it 
became apparen t in the western 
view that Ru ssia was ben t on bu ild­ 
in g a n ew sphere of in flu en ce in 
Eastern Eu rope from World War II 
wreckage. To the Soviets, it was a 
plan to develop the “n ew people’s 
democracies" regardless of western 
opin ion . 
All of the en su in g dispu tes were 
brou ght before the UN directly or 
in directly in the Mg power stru ggle. 
New con flicts are heard by the or­ 
gan ization almost daily. 
Bu t 
despite 
pome 
spectacu lar 
failu res an d less-eviden t achieve­ 
men ts the UN is still in bu sin ess. It 
has su rvived the big power con ­ 
flicts, an d 30 Soviet vetoes. It has 
lived throu gh debates on Berlin , 
Palestin e, atomic en ergy, disarma­ 
men t an d other key issu es that man y 
thou ght wou ld brin g abou t its de­ 
stru ction . Both sides have been

A Un ited Press su rvey of the 
“health of 
the 
Un ited 
Nation s” 
shows most delegates believe the 
organ ization will con tin u e to live for 
the foreseeable fu tu re, an d chan ces 
are good that it will grow stron ger. 
UN halls an d con feren ce rooms re­ 
flect a n oticeable spirit of gu arded 
optimism compared with a low of 
pessimism reached on ly weeks ago 
when the North Atlan tic treaty 
was sign ed over fierce Soviet objec­ 
tion s. 
In formal con versation s with lead­ 
in g eastern , western , an d UN offi­ 
cials reveals a gen eral high regard 
for the valu e of the UN as the sole 
remain in g platform where con flict­ 
in g policies can be aired. Withou t 
this bridge, man y believe a possible 
n ew world war wou ld be accelerated. 
UN Assembly Presiden t Herbert 
V. Evatt, who fou ght the big power 
“veto" at San Fran cisco, an d UN 
Secretary-Gen eral Trygve Lie feel 
the UN is more importan t than 
ever today becau se of the in ten se 
East-West con flict. They regard the 
cold war as somethin g the UN in ­ 
herited, an d n ot somethin g it Pos­ 
tered. They trace alleged "fau lts" of 
the UN to the policies of in dividu al 
govern men ts rather than to the UN 
Itself. 
While top UN leaders hold that 
the organ ization was set u p to keep 
peace rather than make it for the 
major powers, they ackn owledge that 
its biggest problem is to keep both 
sides talkin g in hope of cu rMn g the 
cold war an d even tu ally makin g pos­ 
sible a peace settlemen t.

Settlemen t of assorted differen ces 
between the compan y an d u n ion was 
achieved by a grou p of represen ta­ 
tives of both sides. They wrote cn 
agreemen t on 16 dispu ted poin ts. 
If the strike had occu rred, it wou ld 
have been the first compan y-wide 
walkou t in the au to In du stry in 
n early a year. The in du stry's last 
major distu rban ce was the Chrysler 
Corp. strike last May. called by the 
UAW to en force wage deman ds. 
Wages were n ot at issu e in the 
Packard dispu te.

senat e co ntro versy aro u nd the M al- 
m edy m assacre trials will pro du ce 
o ne u nwelco me o u tco me—It will cre­ 
ate a new po stw ar G erm an m ilitary 
hero . 
He Is Co l. Jo achim Peiper, a h a n d­ 
so m e yo u ng fo rm er a dju ta n t to 8 8 
C hief H einrich Hlm raler. 
T his to u gh-m inded sto rm tro o p­ 
er, no w u nder sentence o f death, is 
a symbo l o f m any hero -lo ving G er­ 
m ans o f the w ar they lo st. 
And 
fro m the Allied po int o f view, he 
is a dangero u s m an fo r this reaso n: 
H e isn’t th e type the G erm an peo ­ 
ple sho u ld ever co me to regard as 
a m artyr. 
,A senate su bco m m ittee is no w in ­ 
vestigating the Army's pro secu tio n 
o f Oo l. P eiper and 72 o ther G erm an 
so ldiers. 
They 
were 
accu sed 
o f 
m u rdering 760 A m erican priso ners 
and ISO Belgian civilians 
in 
the 
w intry B attle o f th e Bu lge in 1944 
T he A m erican arm y’s qu est fo r 
Ju stice in th is situ atio n has been as 
co nfu sed as was the B attle o f the 
Bu lge itself. 
B u t u nlike the battle, 
it has had no decisive im pact fo r 
go o d o n the G erm an m ind. 
T he o riginal trial was held in the 
Nazi co ncentratio n cam p a t D ach­ 
au , hardly a scene reno wned 
fo r 
ju stice. 
Of th e 73 defendants 45 were given 


death sentences. 
B u t since then 
there have been two o fficial Investi­ 
gatio ns o f the trial. 
One was m ili­ 
tary, o ne was by a civilian co mmis­ 
sio n. 
And In a final review o f the 
m atter Gen. Lu ciu s D. Clay redu ced 
the death sentences to six. Of the 
o ther 67 o riginally co nvicted, 26 are 
u nder life sentence, 34 serving sh o rt­ 
er priso n term s and 13 have been 
freed. 
And no w a senate su bco mmittee 
is hearing testim o ny th a t co nfes­ 
sio ns were o btained 
by 
physical 
cru elty and psycho lo gical fear in ­ 
du ced by “m o ck trials ’’ 
W hat o ther effect can 
all 
this 
have o n m any G erm ans except to 
make hero es o f them —o f Co l. Pieper 
and his co -defendants? 
At his trial he spo ke o u t bo ldly 
and co ntem ptu o u sly to his capto rs 
He m ade himself a pro paganda fig­ 
u re no t o nly fo r Nazism, which he 
lived by. bu t also fo r G erm an co u r­ 
age. 
And even the G erm ans who 
never liked Nazism are natio nalistic 
o n the qu estio n o f G erm an co u rage 
So me o f them have co me to regard 
him as a victim o f po stw ar perse­ 
cu tio n by the victo rs. 
And this is 
bad. 
Even 
amo ng so me 
pro fessio nal 
American o fficers there is a relu ct­ 
ant adm iratio n fo r 
the 
so ldierly 
ability o f Co l. Peiper, the regim ental 
co m m ander who se m en lined u p and 
sho t to death 80 disarm ed Ameri­ 


cans in a sno wy field o u tside Mal- 
medy. 
W hether this was a “m assacre” o r 
a m ilitary necessity 
is o f 
so me 
do u bt, to o , to pro fessio nal so ldiers. 
Fo r arm o red co lu mns in a break­ 
thro u gh attack—be they 
G erm an, 
American, B ritish o r R u ssian—have 
no m eans to care fo r priso ners if the 
battle is bitter. 
T he decisio n then 
m u st be m ade w hether to kill the 
priso ners o r let them go , kno wing 
the m en wo u ld be free to w arn the 
enemy ahead. 
O ften in 
co m m ando -type raids 
this same hard decisio n m u st be 
made. It is o ne o f th e lesser pleas- ; 
antries o f war. 
The trial o f the 73 Nazis, m any o f 
who m were o nly sto rm tro o per thu gs 
in u nifo rm, represents an attem pt, 
in p art at least, to enfo rce ethical 
standards o n the actio ns o f m en in 
desperate battle. 
W hether the G erm an m ind can 
u nderstand the American desire to 
deal o u t Ju stice fairly and squ arely 
in this m u ssed-u p situ atio n is a n ­ 
o ther m atter. 
C ertainly it is a sad 
resu lt to have a m an like Co l. Peip­ 
er, as Nazi as H itler and co mpletely 
devo ted to his anti-C hristian p rin ­ 
ciples, lo o m any larger to his co u n­ 
trym en. 
He is the kind o f m an they need 
to fo rget. 
Civ il Serv ice
